THE MEMPHIS APPEA 


Point, Miss, August i867, 
tieneral: 

Your editorial on the views presented 
in my letter to certain gentlemen of 
Hernando, Miss., demands an acknowl- 
edgment. As an honorable example of 
the true office of the public press, I feel 
it my duty to thank you for its courlesy 
aud fairness, The spirit of your com- 
ments on my letter has, in fact, increased 
my previous regret that our political 
thinking should have become, for even a 
time, separated. In my anxiety that the 
ditferenees existing in our views touch- 
ing the duty of the hour may be reduced 
to their actual width, | ask leave to offer 
you a few remarks in explanation, The 
disadvantage under which any man 
lubors who enters on a discussion with an 
editor, Tdo not propose to expose myself 
to; and promise, therefore, that this letter 
is intended simply to remove some ob- 
stacles that have been suggested to me 
by your editorial as lying in the way of 
an understanding of the actual merits of 
my letter, 

‘There are,’ you say, ‘feelings and 
prejudices swaying every man to some 
extent, of the influence of which he is 
himeelf uncouscious,’ This truth is 
doubted. Does it follow, however, that 
my prejudices against the democracy are 
yreater than—be assured say it with 
reapect—your own against the radicals? 
Youur fine may be blinded by 
these in the one case as my poor judg- 
ment may be by those in the other. Bat 
in truth, neither you nor I, por any other 
man inthe south, has reason to /ove 
either of those parties, For myown part, 
ldo net hesitate to say that I care very 
little as to nice apportionments of their 
respective respopsibilities to my passions 
for the loss of my liberty, my fortune, 
my beloved son. But let me ask you, 
general, Whether you have not, in refer- 
ring to my dislike of democracy, joined 
uncoosciously in @-geperal altlempt to 
blind the public to my counsels, by en- 
veloping they in a cloud, after the fash- 
ion of old thne democratic clap-trap”? 
Unless in an unconscious repetition of 
that partisan cry, you, a logician, would 
not have adopted the argumcnitum ad 
howinum, you, a lawyer, would not have 
adopted the special pleading of those 
references to my prejudice, while believ- 
ing that you Were employing the judicial 
temper necessary to set my ‘ views’ be- 
fore the country on their merits! Have 
a care, general, of those democrats: ‘ evil 
communications,’ says an eminent law- 
yee, corrupt good manners ;’ and he ought 
perhaps, have added, sound logic, 

So able an expounder of political liberty 
may be excused your excessive sensilive- 
ness as to the constitution. Speaking of 
my reference to that instrument, you 
say: “If it is be irreverently catis 
it, ‘one of the fossils of the pre-secession 
period,’ to what entertainment, ete.’’ 
Irreverence does not hold in that allusion 
of mine tothe constitution, unless indeed 
Jam to aceept the improbable conclusion 
that you, wlio devate day after day great 
learning and wonderful earnestness to its 
elncidation, designed irreverenee to that 
inatrument in the paseage where your 
editorial asks: Is not the constitution 
already a fossd/ to which noone pays any 
attention, having as little vitality as the 
fossil fixhhes depicted by Agassiz?’ My 
words were uttered not in justification, 
but iu simple allegation, of an actual 
fat. The only irreverence possible to 
charge them with is, perhaps, irreve- 
renee (Owards honorable devotees 
of constitutional liverty who, exhibiting 
all the painful delusions of apigm-eaters, 
dream, lying on the highways and by- 
ways of public life, delirious dreams of 
divine abstractions, while the iron wheels 
of revolution rush over them, ruthlessly 
ay cannon over a stony 

The fatter part of your editorial ja 
voted to abstract considerations of right 
and race. Queations of right, | submit, 
are not in order in deaiiaig with the facts 
of a revolution, Men have ween guil- 
lotined before now while dreaminy of 
rights. I may therefore pass that head 
of your remarks unnoticed, 

Ethnologicel theories are, I. submit, 
not in place in this political emergency. 
The truth of the case is, general, the 
suiject of race is, at this momenf, not 
more pertinentto the matter in hand 
than other fossi's of the pre-secession 
period! Close upin the foreground of 
all sueh things, like one of those Hartz- 
mountain crags which gre haunted by 
demons, stands, frowning down upon us, 
the grim fuet that the registration of 
Mississippi may be expected to result in 
a majority of black votes! This, I ask 
you to remember, is the beginning, micd- 
die, and end, of the Whole business be- 
fore us. 

You charge my letter with an inten- 
tion of arraying one.clasa of men who 
stoml true to the state agains: gnother. 
In the bappier times of whiggery and 
democracy, you and I have seen them 
80 without considering the fact 
worthy of reprobation. Wherefore, 
then, is my propesed movement towards 
ihe organization of the politica] opinion 
of the whole country worthy of rebuke, 
seeing that it contemplates affecting that 
organisation on constitutional bases ? 

Allow me to explain this part of my 
proposal. I begin with the fact, that the 
republicans are morbidly jealous of tke 
northern democrats. The necessity of 
avoiding the suspicion aroused by that 
jealousy is, therefore, clear. The nego- 
tiation would, plainly, be impossible in 
presence of-the distrusts of party passion ; 
and, on that aecount, cannot be carried 
out,—would pot be even entertained by 
the other side,—ubpless on the part of 
such of us as efand outside the prona 
facie suspicion attaching, in the case, to 
democratic sympathies. 

A union party only can make the pol 
icy I suggest practicable. In complying 
with that first neceasity of the whole 
matter, I do not propose any illiberal! 
textx as tO men’s unionism, Old line 
whigs and Douglas democrats are first in 
the ordeg of eligibility; and, next after 
them. be very happy to see 
men and trae increased by the ad- 
dilien of democrats Who, no matter 
what their antecedents, have eschewed 
the heresy of secession by a hearty re- 
turn to their allegiance to the union, 
Surely you must admit that my propo- 
sition for an organization of this char 
ueter is both broad anal [iberal, 

The pith of your objections to my 
views touching the duty of the hour, is 
as to its practicability. ‘The negro,’ you 
~ay, ‘will enter into no coalition except 
with the radicals.’ Here, general, | am 
surprised to find that you, a skillful 
logician—-who surely are not blinded by 
ax morbid a hate of the radicals as that 
with which Lam said to be in reference 
to the democrats—should fall into the 
mistake of * begging the question.’ The 
individual opinion you have uttered on 
the subject is entitled to the very great- 
ext consideration; but is, assuredly, not 
conclusive against the individual opinion 
of several gentlemen besides myself who 
think differentiy. A publie meeting of 
whites and blacks has just been held at 
this place, and gave most auspicious 
promise of their future political har- 
mony. Justice, liberality and good feel- 
ing are powerful agencies for binding 
together all classes and complexions of 
men. Dut let the nitimate fact prove 
what it may, you, as a lover of order, as 
a lover of humanity, miust coneur with 
mein the conclusion that, rather than | 
allow the inevifable to go forward 
in form eharged with imminent 
danger of a war of races, the peuple 
of Mississippi are bound by every con- 


‘sideration dear to their souls, to 
make some effort, to make the only 
effort open.» to trial, for saving 


themselves, black and white, from hor- 
rors ten-fold more appalling than those 
of the massacre of San Domingo. 

A black mnajorily 
truth inevitable. ‘That marked fact is as 
ominous of fearful judgment as was the 


writing on Helshaazar’s wall. Under 
the eold shadows cast thus into the 
future, lie nestling in my bosom aill 


that it holds near and dear! Those be- 
loved ones, recollect you, live not so far 
outside those shadows as the state of 
Tenoessee. ‘They live not in those remote 
statea of the north and northwest where 
Metropolitan Records and La Crosse 
Democrats play the role of safe heroics, 
They l.ve not where schemes of demo- 
cratic expectancy, or of anti-radical 
prejudice, can afford to abide the result 
with a cool philosophy—a philosophy 
whieh will, perhaps, pot hold me excused 
for urging that all people, white and 
black, Who are exposed, like me aul 
mine, in Mississippi, make attempt 
to *‘ draw the lightning from the threat- 
eving cloud of universal 

You ask what the radical readers in 
congress cau obtain by way of consider- 
ation for the concessions contemplated 
in my letler. As a radical party, the 
work of the northern majority is evi- 
dently well nigh done. As a sectional 
organization sustained to a great extent 
by the passions of war, it cannot long 
outlive the accomplishment of its mis- 
sion.

rebel government, below the rank of 
lieutenant-veneral. There is sucha va 
riance of opinion in the cabinet that some 
of these classes may not be eventually 
enumerated, While the president may 
also decide to grant universal amnesty 
and inelude Jefferson Davis, Lee and 
Meauregard.

GENERAL ALCORN'S LETETR. 

We publish with pleasure, in other | 
columns, General ALCoRN’s letter to us; | 
and are almost inclined to do so without | 
comment, as he does not propose to ex- 
pose himself to “the disadvantage un- 
der which any man labours, who enters 
ona discussion withan Editor.” The 
Generai has, at ieast, the advantage of 
usin this, that he is about to urge his 
views orally upon the people of Missis- 
sippi, few of whom read any thing that) 
we write. | 

Itis quite likely that our prejudice | 
against the Radicals is as great as thateof | 
General ALCORN against the Democrats,. 
against whom he so manfully struggled 
before the war. Of course; that preju- 
dice to some extent blinds our jedgment.3 
and leads us sometignes to impute to evil | 
motives that which is only error, Why 
should we hesitate to confess this, 
since it is a failing from which no man is 
free, and against which, being conscious’ 
of it, we struggle to the utmost? We 
did not censure General ALCORN for be- 
ing influenced by political or personal 
animosities; but spoke of it merely as_ 
affording, perhaps, to some extent, the 
key to bis present course of action. 

No! We have not, we think, even | 
uneonsciously joined in a general attempt | 
to blind the publie to the counsels of | 
General ALCORN, by speaking of a 
prejudice against the Democracy. We 
have not hesitated to speak of our own 
political antecedents as a Whig anid | 
Know-Nothing, and to aseribe to the | 
unwise action of the Demecratic party, 
in large measure, the disasters that have | 
overfiowed the country. It was but just | 
and right that the people whom we 
undertook fo advise-should know what 
influences acted upon us, that they 
might be the better enabled to aasign to) 
our counsels their frue value. All men | 
who have been engaged in political life 
have contracted prejudices, both as to 
men and doctrines. These colour their 
opinions, and to some extent detract | 
from their value, because they tincture 
them with exaggeration or taint them 
with unsoundness. It is enough to say, 
of any man, that he is unconscious of 
this, and pronounces his opinions with 
frankness and honesty. And we are 
not quite willing to admit that it would 
be better to weigh aud consider and 
estimate all opinions, without any refer- 
ence whatever to the source from which 
they emanate, whether to add to or 
lessen their weight. As to arcuments 
and logic, they ought to be so weighed. 

It is quite true that those who stand 
by Constitutional or even human rights, 
in the middle of a revolution, are likely 
to be, as they always have been, 
crushed by the irresistible impetus of 
the movement. Is it, nevertheless, such 
an absurdity to endeavour to vindicate 
those rights, and to stay the devastating 
march of the multitude, by appeals to 
the reason of the people, and demon- 
strations of Constitutional truth, as it is 
for a man to prate of right, and law and 
Constitution, in the vain hope to stay by 
argument the rush of the It 
may be conceded, that if the Mississippi
